OLIVER MAKES ATTACK 
ON LIQUOR INTERESTS 


A Huge Slush Fund Was 
Raised in Order to Defeat 
Him for Recorder, Says 
Hewlett—Mayor Pierpont 
Attends Meeting. 


Savannah's political differences over 
the mayoralty were given a_ thor- 
ough airing Wednesday afternoon be- 
fore the special judiciary committee 
of the senate. which reported favor- 
ably Senator Alex A. Lawrence's bill 
providing that the voters of Savan- 
nah might have an opportunity to re- 
cal’ Mayor W. J. Pierpont and his 
aldermen. After a hearing lasting 
more than three hours the committee 
retired into executive session, and 
after being in session less than two 
minutes reported the bill favorably. It 
is understood there was not a dis- 
senting vote. 

Delegates representing both factions 
of Savannah politics were present. 
Few legislative questions of purely 
local application have created such 
acute irserest and a bitter fight is 
promised in spite of the setback given 
the supporters of Mayor Pierpont by 
the report of.the committee. Frank 
M. Oliver, president of the Savannah 


Law Enforcement league, and an ac- 
tive fighter against the measure, stat- 
ed that the fight whould be continued 


"on the floor of the senate and should 


the senate pass the Lawrence Dill the 
fight would be renewed in the house 
committee to which the measure is 
referred. 

Flays Liquor Interests. 

Mr. Oliver fired the opening gun 
against the favorable report of the 
bill, flaying the liquor interests, which 
he asserted were behind the Lawrence 


bill, and declaring that if the bill were 


Passed a new election would be held 
and the liquor people would see to it 
that the present administration be de- 
feated -at the polls. 

Following Mr. Oliver, W. B. Stubbs, 
a lawyer end former preacher, assert- 
ed “There is no good reason now to 
precipitate. an election unless to sup- 
port the liquor interests. The séna- 
tor from the first, A. A. Lawrence, 
amended the laws of Savananh while 
in the lezislature, so that the council 
should choose the mayor without an 
election by the people. .The entire 
Savannah delegation put themselves 
on record as being in favor of this 
measure. Now these same gentlemen 
are attempting to pass this bi:s..

“W. W. Osborne, of the firm of Os- 
borne & Lawrence, who represent the 
liquor interests,” replied Mr. Stubbs. 
“It will be noticed there is nothing in 
this bill to touch the recorder, the so- 
licitor-general, the sheriff, or any one 
else whose duty it is to enforce the law. 
It only aims to decapitate the only man 
in office who is striving to enforce the 
laws of our state—the Hon. W. J. Pier- 
pont. 

“Senator Lawrence will not deny that 
he said that there are 1,500 puchasable 
votes in Savannah, so it would be easy 
to get the required number of voters 
to sign the recall petition with the aid 


of Clayton Robson and the liquor trust 
which would be glad to furnish a slush 
fund of at least $30,000 to regain the 
lost city of Savannah. 

“I wish to exhibit to ‘you a poster 
signed by Osborne & Lawrence as attor- 
neys for the Savannah Protective asso- 
ciation in 1913. The poster proclaims 
the objects of the association are ‘the 
mutual co-operation of its members, the 
advancement and elevation of the near- 
beer business in the city of Savannah 
and to repeal the prohibition act and 
re-establish local option in Georgia.’”

STORM WAS GENERAL 
ALONG THE GULF COAST 


But Owing to Interruption 
of Communication Nothing 
Is Known of the Damage. 
Louisville and Nashville 


Annuls Trains. 


Orleans, July 5.—Mobile and 


Pensacola, cut off from communication 
today by the tropical hurricane, 
had not been heard from at midnight 
tonight. The last report from [Pensa- 
cola, received shortly after 9 o'clock 
this morning, said the wind was blow- 
ing 80 miles an hour and apparently in- 
Mobile reported a 70-mile 
gale shortly before the wires went 
down at ll a.m. At that time it was 
reported that several ships in the har- 
bor were dragging anchors and were 
in danger of being beached. Efforts to 
reach the <isolated cities by wireless 
were unavailing. 

The storm swept along the 
eastern coast of Louisiana, the low- 
er Mississippi and Alabama _ coasts 
and the northwestern part of Florida. 
The center of the storm apparently 
passed over Pensacola, Mobile and the 
cities along Mississippi sound. 

High Tides Reported. 

High tides also were reported 
throughout the storm area. Late today 
there was a 50-mile wind at Biloxi, 
Miss., with gusts at times as high as 
80 miles an hour. Two schooners were 
reported blown ashore on Deer Island, 
near Biloxi. Other Mississippi coast 
cities reported high winds and tides, 
but no serious damage. 

In New Orleans the maximum veloc- 
ity of the wind during the day was 34 
miles, decreasing to about 20 tonight. 
The barometer recorded 29.43 and was 
about stationary. 

The center of the main hurricane 
early tonight, according to estimates 
by weather bureau officials, was 
thought to be still in the Gulf about 150 
or 200 miles off the southeast Louisiana 
coast, and moving at probably 80 mfles 
an hour. Weather ‘bureau Officials, 
however, said it was impossible te give 
the location or velocity accurately 
cause only meagre reports had been 
received from vessels at sea and at- 
tempts to communicate by wireless with 
Burwood, the southernmost point in 
Louisiana on the Gulf coast, had prov- 
ed futile. 

Anxiety for Residents and Tourists. 

Some anxiety was felt here for resi- 
dents and tourists at Grand Isle, on 
the southeastern Louisiana coast, and 
also for residents of Bacataria and 
surrounding low country along the 
gulf, where it was feared the high 
tides and wind might cause loss of 
life. As soon as the hurricane warning 
was ordered by the Washington weath- 
er bureau today, the local bureau sent 
out warnings by telephone, telegraph, 
by boats and couriers to all places 
which might be exposed to the storm, 
and it was believed most of the people 
in the lowlands were given time to 
move to places of safety. Four motor 
boats were dispatched to Grand Isle 
and Barataria and tonight Captain 
Horace Harvey left here with his large 
power boat loaded with food and 
clothing for those sections.

RUSSIANS HAVE CUT | 
LEMBERG RAILWAY: 
TEUTONS DEFEATED 


Petrograd Announces Czar’s

Berlin Admits Desperate

Petrograd, July 6.—(Via London.)— 
The Russians have cut the Delatyn- 
Kolomea railway, the principal line 
of communications for the Austro-Ger- 
man forces defending Lemberg, and 
have routed the enemy on the right 
bank of the Dniester, according to an 
official statement issued by the war of- 


fice. 

The 
general 
reads: 

“On the lower Styr and on the front 
bet'ween the Styr and Stokhod, and 
further south as far as the region of 
the lower Lipa, everywhere there have 
been most desperate battles. 

Many Prisoners Taken. 

“In the region of Volka-Galouziskai, 
we broke through three lines of barbed 
wiré-entanglements fitted with land 
mines. In a very desperate fight on 
the Styr, west of Kolki, we overthrew 
the enemy and took more than 1,000 
prisoners, including 170 officers, to- 
gether with three guns, 17 machine 
guns, two searchlights and several 
thousand rifles. 

“A bridging detachment lent the 
troops most useful aid in keeping pace 
with the fighting units and working 
close to the firing line. 

“In the region north of Zatursee and 
near Volia Sadovska, we seized the first 
line of enemy trenches. We stopped 
by artillery fire an enemy attack on 
Schkline.

Washington, July 5.—Early resump- 
} tion of friendly diplomatic conversa- 
tions with the de facto government 
of Mexico to the end that peace and 
order may be _ restored in northern 
Mexico and along the border is ex- 
pected here to be the next step of the 
United States in its relations with its 
southern neighbor. 

The crisis precipitated by Villa's 
raid on Columbus, N.:M:, and culmi- 
nating in the fight at Carrizal be- 
tween American and Mexican troops 
appeared tonight to have been dissi- 
pated by an amicable note from Gen- 
eral Carranza presented today by his 
ambassador designate here, Eliseo Ar- 
redondo. 
| The note proposes that the differ- 
ences between the governments be set- 
tled by mediation or by direct nego- 
tiations. It is remarkable for its 
brevity, its restrained and friendly 
tone and for the absolute lack of any 
| of the strong, even insolent language 
‘which characterized the last two com- 
, munications from the de facto govern- 
{ment. It treats as a closed incident 
the exchange of unfriendly communi- 
cations which brought war almost 
j within sight. 


Crisis Considered Over. 


No formal comment on the note was 
obtainable from state department offi- 
cials. A copy was forwarded to the 
white house immediately upon its re- 
ceipt, and President Wilson will deter- 
mine the course to be pursued. The 
l fact chat Secretary Lansing completed 
preparations today for a month’s va- 
cation, to begin Friday, is regarded 
as significant, however, of a feeling 
on his part that the crisis is over. 

AS a matter of general principle, the 
Washington government always has 
favored mediation of any dispute suit- 
able for such procedure. There is 
every indication, however, that in the 
present insxance it will be deemed de- 
sirable to conduct forthcoming nego- 
tiations directly with the Carranza 
government. 

Members of the Latin-American dip- 
lomatic corps here are expected to 
make inquiry soon as to the attitude of 
the Washington government, in view 
of the statement of the Mexican for- 
‘eign office that it awaits only a deci- 
sion here as to whether mediation or 
direct negotiations would be prefer- 
able, Indications tonight were that the 
inquiries would be met with assurances 
that the two governments had reached 
the stage where they wauld not find 
itenecessary to call upon™the friendly 
services of their neighbor states.

Storm Moving Inland. 

The tropical hurricane will move in- 
land from. the Gulf tomorrow morning 
with its center east of New Orleans, 
according to a statement given out at 
10 o’clock tonight by Dr. Isaac M, Cline, 
district forecaster of the weather bu- 
reau here. The statement follows: 

“The tropical disturbance is moving 
inland with the center to the east of 
New Orleans. The wind at New Or- 
leans tonight is from the northwest 
and Pilot Town (near the mouth of the 
Mississippi river) is from the west. 

“High winds have occurred on the 
coast east of New Orleans and high 
tides prevail on the middle Gulf sec- 
tion. The disturbance will move in- 
land by Thursday morning. The wind 
velocity at New Orleans is about twen- 
ty miles an hour and the barometer 
continues high.” 

Heavy Gale at Florida Coast. 

Tampa, Fla. July 5.—Heavy rain, 
with squalls of wind of considerable 
intensity have been experienced along 
the gulf coast of Florida the past 
twelve hours, save at Pensacola, where 
the wind reached a velocity of seventy- 
two miles, no damage of amount has 
been reported. 

Key West reports communication 
with Sand Key has been temporarily 
broken. Storm warnings are up on the 
Florida gulf coast. 

Dennis Ford and John Bowyer, of 
Clearwater, went fishing in a small 
motor boat yesterday afternoon and 
were caught by a squall and swept 
ten miles out into the gulf and their 
engine disabled. They bailed water all 
night and this morning were picked up 
by a power boat that was one of a fleet 
searching for them. 


PROPOSED TO ENLARGE 
APPALACHIAN RESERVE 


Washington, July 5.—Three million 
dollars for enlarging the Appalachian 
forest reserve during the next two 
years would be made available under 
an amendment to the agricultural ap- 
propriation bill adopted today by the 
senate. One million would be appro- 
priated during the coming fiscal year 
and $2,000,000 for the.next fiscal year. 


The bill was under consideration when

“On the Galician ‘front in the direc- 
tion of the Carpathians there was an 
artillery action. Our left wing con- 
tinue to press the enemy back.

At the bayonet point 
we took prisoner nine officers and 300 
soldiers and captured two machine 
guns. 

“In the Gulf of Riga an enemy aero- 
Plane which dropped bombs on our 
ships was brought down by our avia- 
tors, and two passengers were taken 
prisoners. Later, in a second aeroplane 
duel, we brought down another Ger- 
man machine, which fell on the coast. 
One of our aeroplanes was also brought 
down. We lost Pilot Lieutenant Izve- 
koff and Mechanician Nazaroff, who 
died heroically. 

Artillery Duels Intense. 

“On the Riga-Dvinsk front the ar- 
tillery duels have grown more intense. 
Northwest of Godutzisezki we dislodged 
the enemy from the outskirts of a wood. 
In the region of Tcherneschki, north of 
Smorgon, we captured part of an ene- 
my. position. 

“Seven enemy airmen dropped bombs 
on Molodechno station. East of the 
River Berezina we hit an enemy. aero- 
plane, which took fire and fell south- 
west of Volojine. We made prisoners 
of the aviator and his observer. 

“North and southeast of Baranovichi 
the fighting continues. We captured at 
several place the enemy's first line de- 
fenses. One of our airships raided Ako- 
belevsky, southwest of Baranowichi. 

“The Black sea: At 4 o’clock on 
Tuesday afternoon the enemy ship 
Reben (Goeben?) bombarded the town 
and port of Tournse and sank the pas- 
senger steamer Knais Obolensky. At 
the same time the Breslau bombarded 
Sotchy. Towards 6 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon the enemy ships disappeared 
southward. 

“Caucasus front: East of Baiburt we 
broke through the enemy’s line in spite 
of desperate resistance and consolidated 
the ground won, repulsing all counter 
attacke.”’ 


RUSSIANS BREAK 


INTO GERMAN LINES. 


Berlin, July 5.—(Via London.)—Rus- 
Sian troops are again attacking the 
German line from Heirin to the region 
southeast of Baranovichi, in Lithuania, 
says the German official statement 
given out today. Very stubborn hand- 
to-hand fighting is in progress, the 
announcement adds, and the Russians 
have either been repulsed or driven 
back from the places where they had 
broken into the German lines. The 
heaviest lossés, it is added, were sus- 
tained by the Russians. 

The text of the German officlal state- 
ment dealing With the fighting in Rus- 
sia says: 

“Eastern theater: The coast of Cour- 


part the Germans report the taking of 
a considerable number of British sol- 


diers. 

Comparative quiet has settled over 
Verdun, although the bombardments 
continue. But, while. the respite is on 
at Verdun, the Germans have opened a 
new attack on the French lines near: 
the Lorraine frontier, some miles to 
the east of Luneville. They delivered 
strong assaults against the French 
trenches in this sector and entered 
them at three points, only to be driven 
out shortly afterwards.

The 
successes so far attained by the French 
and British are looked upon as a minor 
importance. 


RUMANIA MAY JOIN 
FOES OF GERMANY. 


Rumania has again come into the 
light, and talk has been revived of the 
possible entrance into the European 
war of that country. Dispatches tell 
of the recent decision of the two strong 
opposing factions in the Rumanian po- 
litical arena to act together hereafter. 
Their attitude is said to be in favor 
of intervention on the side of the en- 
tente allies. 

Constantinople officially reports that 
the Russians have been driven out of 
Kermanshah, in western Persia, while 
the Russians claim to have broken the 
Turkish line east of Baiburt. 

The number of Russian prisoners 
cauptured south of the Pripet river in 
the month of June, according to the 
statement from Vienna, by way of Ber- 
lin, reached more than 33,000 men. 


STEADY PROGRESS 
FOR THE ALLIES. 


London, July 5.—The French and 
British continue to make steady prog- 
ress in their offensive on the western 
front, and, according to aerial observa- 
tions on the French front in the direc- 
tion of Peronne, there are now only 
three more trench systems between 
General Foch’s army and the open 
country. 

A break in the German line at 
that point would be extremely seri- 
ous and the Germans are sending re- 
inforcements to the battlefield from 
as far as Verdun and Lens, and it is 
thought that the continued heavy ak- 
tacks on the Meuse may be intended 
@o0 conceal important transfers of 
troops behind the lines. 

The French are making more prog- 
ress than the British, owing partly to 
the more difficult ground facing the 
British and also to the fact that 
stronger forces are opposing them be- 
cause of the belief among the Ger- 
mans that the main attack in the 
resent operations will be on the Brit- | 
sh front. 

It is estimated ¢hat the yerman 
losses in the battle of the Somme thus 
far are approximately 60,000. The 
capture of guns has been compara- 
tively small, because the Germans, in 
anticipation of the offensive, with- 
drew their big artillery to longer 
ranges before the battle began. 

A report from Holland indicates that 
the Germans have prepared a counter 
offensive betwee nthe Belgian fron- 
tier and Arras, where it is rumored a 
formidable concentration of artillery is 
being made. 


FRENCH STRIKE 
WITH FULL FORCE. 


Paris, July 5.—The full force of the 
French offensive is again being ex- 
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erted both north and south of the 
Somme, but principally southward, in 
this direction the French are now in 
the outskirts of Peronne, the great rail- 
way center which is their first objec- 
tive in their effort to cut the German 
communications, 

Sormont farm, taken by the French, 
is only two miles from Peronne and 
adjoins its suburban houses. The im- 
portance the German attach to this 
point is shown in their flerce counter 
attack last night when 
the French lines back to the village 
Belloy-en-Santerre, which they mo- 
mentarily held. The rush temporarily 
dented the French advance, but it was 
quickly straightened out when fierce 
hand-to-hand fighting placed the town 
again in French hands, : 

Close to 10,000 German prisoners 
have been taken, while the extent of 
the munitions captured is shown in the 
fact that 60 guns were taken by a 
single army corps. Meantime, the 
movement north of the Somme is re- 
tarded in order that the French left 
wing may act simultaneously with the 
British right’ wing. 

The British have been facing an ex- 
tremely heavy resistance an lar@er 
German reinforcements were hurried 
forward yesterday *»y «he Cologne- 
Cambria railway, which rune to the 
very center of the German front at- 
tacked by the British. 

“The tenacity with which the Ger- 
mans are holding to their positions 
around La Boissell while the French 
menace of Peronn is comparatively 
neglected, leads to the belief that the 
Germans are chiefly concerned in 
breaking the British offensive even at 
the sacrifice of some ground &o the 
south. 

The French have now, in -.some 
places, pushed through_the third and 
last line of the German defenses as 
they existed before the attack. The 
Germans are hastily constructing a 
new line, but are manifest]Jy unable 
to make it as strong as the ree lines 
perfected after 20 months’ labor. 


FRENCH STORM 
GERMAN LINES. 


Paris, July 5.—The French have car- 
ried by assauit the second German 
lines on a front of two kilometers from 
the Clery-Maricourt road to the River 
Somme. They have also captured the 
Village Hem, in the same district, ac- 
cording to an official statement issued 
by the French war office tonight, 

The French have captured all the 
German second positions south of the 
Somme on a front of about ten kilo- 
meters. They have also completed the 
occupation of the village of Estrees, 
where 200 Germans surrendered. 

The text of the official stutement 
follows:

Berlin, July 5.—(Via London.)—In 
view of the fact that the initial at- 
tack of every offensive is hardest to 
withstand, owing to the unavoidable 
effect of surprise with superior masses 
of troops and accumulated ammuni- 
tion, the military critics here are unan- 
imous in considering that the great 
offensive in the west has made a show- 
ing which cannot encourage Germany & 
opponents. 

Major Moraht, in The Tageblatt, 
calls the Anglo-French successes “very 
scanty.’ He writes: 

“The critical moment for the suc- 
cess of a great attempt to breach a 
line is the time between the beginning 
of the enemy infantry attacks and of 
the counter attacks which the defend- 
ers are able to make after concentrat- 
ing their forces. The enemy's success 
in the four days of offensive, from this 
viewpoint, is very small, 

Overran Only First Line. 

“The enemy succeeded in overrun- 
ning the demolished German first 
trenches. in several places, with heavy 
losses. The resistance could not ‘be 
great, because little except dead re- 
mained in the plowed-up_ trenches. 
Wihere the Germans stood on the de- 
fensive stubborn fighting occurred, and, 
as the enemy reports, the Germans 
fought obstinately to the last man. 

‘At other points the German leaders, 
with cool deliberation and with troops 
well in hand, bent back elastically. 
This counteractic involved the enemy 
in embarrassment. As he was unable 
to impart the finishing stroke to the 
defenders with the first drumfire, had 
to begin anew with artillery prepara- 
tion, or attack the unweakened de- 
fenders, as an alternative. The reports 
of the offensive must prove directly 
discouraging to the attacking forces. 

‘Paris heard the cannon thunder in 
1914. For let it again be said that the 
operative efficiency of the attacking 
British army is inadequate to break all 
our rows of lines, which have been 
most thoroughly constructed, and expel 
us from France and Belgium.” 

The Morgen Post critic says the latest 
reports show that the’ British and 
French are gaining no ground, but that 
the central powers have made gains in 
Volbynia and south of the Dniester. 

Other comments follow the same 
lines, absolute confidence being ex- 
pressed, that the entente allies are un- 
able to menace the German lines any- 
where. 


Allied Offensive Described. 


The following description of the al- 
lied offensive is sent to The Lokal An- 
zeiger by its correspondent at the Ger- 
man field headquarters, dated Tues- 
day: 

“It is already clear on the third day 
of the great offensive that the first 
and strongest. thrust of the allies can 
only succeed in pushing the Germans 
from their first positions into the in- 
termediate and second positions. There 
has been a quieting down of the fight- 
ing on the various sectors of the front, 
particularly north of the Ancre river. 

“South of the Ancre where the Ger- 
man line encloses Thiepval, La Bois- 
selle and Mametz wood, the British re- 
attacked yesterday in heavy force. 
Northward some individual engage- 
ments with detachments of the at- 
tackers took place southwest of Lon- 
gueval andin that vicinity. There was 
a hotly contested fight around Harde- 
kal, which,-however, remains in Ger- 
man hands. The enemy in this section 
is attempting to organize the first 
trenches which he captured for de- 
fense, in the meantime feeling out the 
German position with reconnoitering 
forces. 

“South of the Somme the French oc- 
cupied with patrols the village of Flau- 
court and repeatedly launched violent 
attacks against the German second po- 
sition. The enemy's success here con- 
sists only in the occupation of Flau- 
court. Further violent fighting, how- 
ever, may be expected in this sector.” 
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lv active In certain sectors. In the 
neighborhood of Thiepval two  de- 
termined attacks on our new trenches 
were beaten off with loss to the enemy. 

“There were no important develop- 
ments on the rest of our front.” 

A subsequent official statement, 
timed at 5 p. m., Says: 

‘Hand to hand fighting and bombing 
continues between the Ancre and the 
Somme. Five hundred more prisoners 
have been taken by us since the num- 
ber last reported.” 

The British official statement 
10 o'clock tonight reads: 
“No special incident of importance 
occurred today. Fighting was con- 
tinuous all along the battle front, but 
has been mostly in the nature of local 
struggles from possession of certain 
strong points, the result of the day be- 
ing that our troops advanced slightly 
in Certain sectors and lost no ground 

gained. 

The German casualties 
ineffective attacks today 
Many more prisoners fell into our 
hands, and the total number of pris- 
oners taken in the last five days now 
amounts to over 6,000.

GERMANS TIRED 
OF FIGHTING.

Prisoners are quoted as having stated 
that German units are being rushed 
to the Somme front from as far as 
Verdun to the east and Lens to the 
north. 

According to this dispatch a German 
officer who surrendered 150 men in a 
body said he thought they would be of 
more use alive in Germany after the 
war than dead. 


GERMAN LOSSES 
AT LEAST 60.000. 


Press Camp in France, July §.—(Via 
London.)—-The total number of pris- 
oners taken thus far in the Anglo- 
French offensive probably has reached 
16,000. Judging from these figures, 
the German losses as a whole, it is 
estimaxed here, have been at least 60,- 
000. 
The British have taken eleven guns. 
The relatively small number captured 
is due to the fact that the Germans, in 
anticipation of the attack, withdrew 
their guns to longer ranges.

The other two are bills for new coun- 
ties, one being Cook county and the 
other being Atkinson county. 

Although the primary bill comes first 
on the calendar, it is expected that Mr. 
Neill will this morning allow the new 
county bills to be disposed of first, with 
his bill immediately following. 


End “Convention Juggling.” 


The object of the primary bill is to 
put an end to so-callea “convention jug- 
gling.’”” This would be accomplished by 
a run-off primary in instances where no 
candidate could go into convention with 
enough votes for his nominatiion after 
the first primary. This bill would set 
the primary. date for the second Wed- 
nesday in September. 

The advoocates of both the new coun- 
ties to be passed uyon this morning 
were last night hopeful of the support 
of the house. 

Cook county, which takes its name 
from the late General Phil Cook, fa- 
ther of the present secretary of state, 
received a favorable recommendation 
from the committee early in the pres- 
ent session. 

It is proposed to create this county 
from the territory of Berrien county, 
@nd would have a territory of 230 square 
miles. The population of the new coun- 
ty would be 11,000 people, and it would 
have txable values of $3,000,000. It 
is claimed that 75 per cent of the pop- 
ulation of the old county and 90 per 
cent of the people in the affected ter- 
ritory favor the creation of the new 
county, and the county commissioners 
and grand jury of Berrien have recom- 
mended the new county. 


New County, 


The proposed new county of Atkinson, 
which received a favorable committee 
recontmendation last vear, will be 
placed upon its passage in the house 
this morning. 

The promoters of Atkinson county 
propose to create it from the southern 
end of Coffee county andthe northern 
end of Clinch county, with the city of 
Pearson as the county site. The con- 
soma pinted territory of the new county 
{fs about 345 square miles, having a to- 
tal population of 10,500 and a total tax- 
able valution of some $2,000,000. 

The creation of Atkinson county is 
advocated by the representatives of 
both the counties from which it is pro- 
posed to create it and also by the sen- 
ator from that district.

TO SWELL REVENUE 
BY $200,000,000 


Administration Measure Be- 


Revenue From Incomes, In- 
heritance and War Muni- 
tions Profits. 


Washington, July 5.—The administra- 
tion general revenue Dill, designed to 
produce about $200,000,000 of additional 
revenue from increased sur-tax on in- 
come and from taxes on inheritance 
and war munitions profits, was favora- 
bly reported today by the house ways 
and means committee and probably 
will be passed by the house Monday. 

Two republican members of the com- 
mittee, Longworth of Ohio, and Gard- 
ner of Massachusetts, voted with the 
democrats for a favorable report, but 
reserved the right to express during 
debate in the house their objections to 
the methods of the majority in fram- 
ing the measure. Two other republic- 
an committeemen, Green, of lowa, and 
Sloan of Nebraska, while they voted 
against reporting the bill, gave notice 
that they expected to support it on the 
‘final rol] call. 

General debate is expected to begin 
Thursday under a special rule providing 
for a final vote hnefore adjournment 
Monday. That plan was definitely 
agreed upon during the day by house 
leaders. 

The committee report says that the 
necessity for revenue legislation “grows 
out of the extraordinary increase In 
the appropriations for the army and 
navy and fortification of gur country.” 

Fiscal Situation Summarized. 


The fiscal situation is summarized in 
this way: 

“Estimated excess of disbursements 
over receipts for the tiscal year ending 
June 30, i917, $266,9zz,0Vv0; additional 
receipts under the proposed bill, in- 
come tax, $107,000,00u, estate tax, $17,- 
00U,000; (and it is estimated that the an- 
nual receipts from the estate tax will 
amount to 354,000,000 When the law is 
in full operation); munition manufac- 
turers tax, $71,000,000; misceHaneous 
taxes, $2,000,000. Total additional re- 
ceipts, 3197,000,000. Balance to be tak- 
en from general fund, $69,922,000. 

“Fortunately, the balance in the gen- 
eral fund June 30, 1916, was much larger 
than at the end of any fiscal year since 
1908. After deducting $59,000,000 for 
disbursing officers’ balances, there re- 
mained in this fund over $177,000,000. 
After deducting $69,922,000 from this 
fund as above, there will still remain 
June 30, 1917, in the general fund over 
$100,000,000 exclusive of the disbursing 
officers’ balances. It is estimated that 
the total appropriation for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1917, will not ex- 
ceed $1,579,000,000. Tnis includes $125,- 
000,000 to meet the extraordinary ex- 
penses or disbursements occasioned by 
the Mexican situation. 


Bond Issue Suggested. 

“This and any other appropriations 
that may be necessary to meet the ab- 
normal and extravurdinary expenses 
which may be incurred on such account 
should be financed by bond issue, as 
is always done by this and all other 
nations under similar circumstances. 

“In estimating the actual disburse- 
ments, it is proper to deduct the sink- 
ing fund requirement included in the 
permanent appropriations at $60,727,000 
for the fiscal year, 1917, and also the 
postal appropriations estimated at 
$324,725,00U, payable from the postal 
revenues. is also safe to deduct as 


it 
unexpended an equivalent to 5 per cent 
of the total estimated appropriations 
remaining after these deductions. De- 
ducting the sinking fund and postal 
appropriations and the 5 per cent of 
the balance as unexpended and the 
$25,000,000 of bonds to 
Mexican situation leaves 
$1,015,122,900 as the amount for which 
it is necessary to provide revenue.

“By nightfall he was obliged to 
evacuate his positions and withdraw to 
the town of Kermanshah.

NO DRAW TO THIS WAR 
SAYS VISCOUNT BRYCE 


Famous Englishman Tells Why 
Allies Intend to Gain 
Victory. 


London, July 5.—Presiding today at 
a luncheon given by the Pilgrims to 
James M. Beck, former assistant at- 
torney general of the United States, 
Viscount Bryce said he had received an 
address signed by some Americans, & 
large proportion of whom had come 
from Germany, saying “the war must 
end in a draw; why not make peace 
at once and save further bloodshed?” 

He would tell the guests of the day, 
Viscount Bryce continued, why neither 
the British nor their allies could fol- 
low that advice. He yielded to none 
in his love of peace, but he declared 
“We cannot agree to any such peace 
as is suggested either by these gentle- 
men or by the German government. 

“In the first place we do not think 
this war will be a ‘draw.’ The allies are 
going to win. We believe this not 
merely because our army in France Is 
driving back the Germans nor: because 
Russian troops have made a brilliant 
advance, nor because the soldiers of 
France have been standing like a rock 
with magnificent valor against the fu- 
rious attacks made on Verdun. We be- 
lieve it because the allies will prove 
to be stronger on land than the Ger- 
mans and because we hold unshaken 
and unshakeable control of the sea. 

“Secondly, neace cannot be made now

accept. The German government may 
know they are going to be beaten, but 
the German people do not yet know it. 
They are ignorant of the true facts and 
their government which has fed them:

failure, 

“Thirdly, because peace made now on 
such terms as the German government 
would accept would be no permanent 
peace, but a mere truce. It would mean 
for Europe constant disquiet, fresh 
alarms of war, more preparations for 
war and further competition in prodi- 
gious armaments. 

“Lastly, because we are fighting for 
great principals—principals vital to the 
future of mankind, principles which the © 
German government outraged and 
which at all costs be vindicated. 

“We do not hate the German peo- 
ple; we do not wish to break up Ger- 
many, nor destroy her national unity, 
nor inflict permanent injury upon her. 
What we desire is to exorcise an evil 
spirit, discredit the military caste which 
delights in war and threatens not only 
Europe, but all countries, America in- 
cluded. 

“Not content for Germany to bea 
Sreat prosperous nation among other 
nations, the German government de- 
sires to dominate the world. The only 
safety for the world is to discredit by 
defeat that military caste and the mili- 
tary system which Sained its control 
and laid its yoke upon the German peo- 
ple by three successful wars.” 

In concluding Viscount Bryce said 
that Great Britain was fighting for the 
deliverance of Belgium and France, and 
such changes in the East as will make 
it impossible for the Turkish allies of 
Germany to ever “again massacre their 
Christian subjects.”

First, an Irish house of commons will 
be constituted by the transference to 
the Irish parliament of 78 members 
now sitting in the English commons 
for the 26 home rule counties. (The 
total Irish representation in the im- 
perial house of commons is 103, of 
which 6 members sit for the six Utster 
counties provisionally excluded from 
home rule),

Fourth, considerable representation 
of the unionist interests in the south 
and west of Ireland will be provided 
through thé nomination of their rep- 
resentatives to the Irish senate. It 1s 
proposed that the senate sit and act 
with the Irish commons during the 
temporary settlement, thus safeguard- 
ing the interests of the unionists. 
Fifth, the temporary settlement is to 
continue until one year after the ter- 
mination of the war. At the time the 
whole arrangement will come under 
the review of the great imperial con- 
ference which is to be held to adjust 
the government of the empire. ; 
Sixth. the framework of Irish finance 
in the home rule act will not be al- 
tered. but some increases will be made 
in the sum to be transferred to,trish 
revenues from the imperial treasury. 

Seventh, a new lord lieutenant will 
shortly be appointed as a preliminary 
to the adoption of the new arranse- 
ment.

FOUGHT 10 THE DEATH 
AGAINST VILLA BAND 


Carranza General Ramos Dies 
Rather Than Retreat—Bat- 
tle Rages All Day. 


—————— 


Chihuahua, July 6.—(Via El Paso 
Junction, Texas.)—General Ignacio Ra- 
mos was killed in a fierce and bloody 
battle that raged all yesterday between 
a small force of de facto troops and 
a large band of Villa followers at Cor- 
ral ranch, 15 miles southwest of Jimi- 
nez. Both sides suffered heavy losses. 

Rather than retire to Jiminez with- 
out carrying out his orders, which were 
not to return unless he was able to re- 
port success, General Ramos fought in 
his entrenchments until killed, cheering 
his men on to the last. 

The Carranza troops were surrounded 
Monday at daybreak, and for more than 
12 hours held their position against 
heavy odds in the hope that reinforce- 


ments soon would arrive. 

At nightfall, after their leader had 
been killed and the greater part of the 
command killed or wounded, the sur- 
vivors retired to Jiminez with their 
wounded. 

Three times during the day the Villa 
men dashed through heavy fire to the 
edge of the Carranza trenches, but were 
unable to take them. 

Reinforcements, which had been or- 
dered to join General Ramos at Corral, 
were delayed by a wreck near Ortiz, 
and the proposed general . offensive 
against the Villa forces did not ma- 
terialize. 

After the Corral clash the garrison 
at Santa Rosalia was rushed south to 
guard Jiminez against any attack. In 
the meantime, 2,000 troops, including 
the famous brigade of Domingo Arreta, 
were sent south to attack the forces 
which cut off General Ramos’ command. 
General Maolovio Garcia, who is in 
charge of this campaign, is keeping in 
close communication with General Trev- 
ino, 


DEMOCRATS PLANNING 
TO HOLD THE SENATE 


Washington, July 5.—Vance McCor- 
mick, chairman of the democratic na- 
tional committee, discussed today with 
democratic senators the part the com- 
mittee will take in the fight to retain 
control of the senate. Senator Sayls- 
bury, of Delaware, was selected tenta- 
tively to take charge of that feature of 
the campaign and it was said tonight 
that he might be made head of a bu- 
reau under Mr. McCormick rather than 
chairman of a senatorial committee, in- 
dependent of the national committee. 
Senator Walsh, of Montana, and pos- 
sibly other senators are expected to be

In other presiden- 
tial years when senators were elected 
by state legislatures, senatorial cam- 
paigns have been left to the congres- 
sional committee, always dominated by 
the house, but containing in its mem- 
bership list a few senators. Democratic 
senators believe the congressional com- 
mittee now should be left free to de- 
vote all its energies to the election of 
members of the house. 
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GUARDSMAN BADLY HURT 
BY FALLING ON BAYONET 


"Dallas, Texas, July 5.—Harry A. Cuf- 
filer, of Company C, Twelfth New York 
infantry, is seriously injured in a hos- 
pital here, it became known tonight, 
as a result of an accidentally inflicted 
bayonet wound received when the New 
York troops passed through here Mon- 
day. Cuffier was given orders to allow 
no one to leave the train while it 
stopped here. He was descending the 
car steps to perform his duty, when 
slipped and fell on his bayonet, 
struck him in the chest. Phy- 
sicians have not yet pronounced him 
out of danger.

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DOMINICAN FACTIONS. 
IN PEACE CONFERENCE 


Agreement for Disarmament of 
Rebels and Suspension 
of Hostilities. 


- 
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Washington, July 5.—An agreement 
for disarmament of Santo Domingo rev- 
Olutionists virtually has been effected 
by a peace conference in which various 
Dominican factions were represented, 
Rear Admiral Caperton reported today 
to the navy department. The confer- 
ence is said to have paved the way for 
suspension of hostilities, while further 
negotiations over the future form of the 
Dominican government are in progress, 

The agreement was regarded by of- 
ficials here as indicating the collapse 
of the revolution, led by General Arias 
and forecasting an early restoration of 
peace in the turbulent little republic so 
that the contemplated new regime, with 
American supervision similar -to that 
now exercised in Haiti, soon might be 
established. 

Admiral Caperton, American Minister 


Russell and the archbishop of Santo 
Domingo were present at the peace 
conference co-operating with the com- 
missions representing the Arias and 
government factions. The admiral him- 
self submitted the proposal for dis- 
armament. 

Officials were confident tonight that 
the resumption of negotiations would 
result in a complete agreement upon 
the plan for American direction of Do- 
minicas affairs, particularly collection 
of revenues and disbursement. 

The present revolutionary movement, 
one of many within the past few years, 
began a little over two months ago, 
About 2,000 American marines and blue- 
jackets have been landed to protect 
American interests and aid in restor- 
ing order and three engagements with 
the revolutionists have occurred within 
the past week. Officials pointed out 
tonight that the revolution apparently 
had been ended with the loss of only 
three men of the American force.

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STILL IN MUDDLE 


Woodward Refuses to Act 
as Chairman of the Special 
Committee— Thomson Fa- 
vors Cutting Expenses. 


The matter of bringing order out of 
the chaos of the city’s finances is not 
yet near a solution, according to the 
generfi belief in the city hall. The 
mayor has again declared that he will 
not serve on the special committee, of 
which he was made chairman, appoint- 
ed at the last meeting of council, to 
draw wu» onother June sheet. 

Counc im:an Inman, another member 
of the special committee, has left the 
city for ou indefinite period. Council- 
man Farlinger, who is on the commit- 
tee, has indicated that he will serve 
if a meeting is called, but clearly as- 
serts that he does not desire anything 
to do with the work of the committee. 

City Comptroller Goldsmith has also 
indicated that he will serve if a meet- 
ing is called. 

Thomson Is Anxious. 

Alderman Albert Thomson, the fifth 
member, asserts that he is anxious for 
the committee to meet. “l want every- 
thing in that sheet which calls for the 
expenditure of money where work has 
not been started to be eliminated,” he 
said Wednesday. “I will certainly work 
for the elimination of salary increases 
contained in the sheet as it now stands. 
I am against that absolutely. 

“The truth of the matter is that the 
city expenses have grown so material- 
ly in the last few years that the in- 
come is far below the necessary eX- 
pense. The school system, for imstance, 
one of the largest and most important 
items in the government, has increased 
in expense at least 40 per cent in the 
last five years. Other departments have 
increased proportionately, and the in- 
come remains the same. 

“I am in favor of making and pass- 
ing a blanket sheet setting aside cer- 
tain eums for the departments without 
making any attempt to say how the 
money shall be spent. I have been told 
by several department heads that if 
such a course were taken they would 
be able to get along with a great deal 
less money during the year than is re- 
quired at present. 

Favors Cutting Expenses. 

‘ft also favor cutting down expenses 
all along the line. If much of the im- 
provement work in the city is elim- 
inated, then there will not be the need 
for the employees in the departments. 
It seems to me they ought to be laid 
off, at any rate, if mot dropped en- 
tirely. 

“As an instance, I think the city 
should have employees who would and 
could be changed from one department 
to the other as the need arises. They 
might have to be bonded, but that item 
would not be great. Take, for example, 
the vacancy now existing in the otlfice 


.of the tax assessors, made by the resig- 


nation of one of the clerKs some days 
ago. 1 don't see any reason for the ap- 
pointment of a man this year to nll 
that plaee. The work does not call for 
it, and it will be an extra expense, and 
one that is not needed. 

“JT am anxious for a meeting of the 
committee, but I don't feel that 1 can 
call one. If the committee is not call- 
ed together, though, I am of half a 
mind to meet with Graham West, chief 
clerk in the comptroller’s office, and 
make a sheet to be presented to the 
nex% meeting of council.”

SENATE NDORSE 


IREUTLEN COUNTY 


New County Proposed by 
Senator Gillis Given O. K. 
by Upper House — Bill to 
Give Courts Power to Pass 
on Local Legislation Tabled 


The bill creating the new county of 
Treutlen from portions of Montgomery 
and Emanuel counties, with Soper- 
ton as a county seat, was passed Wed- 
nesday morning by the senate with 
only two dissenting votes, and little 
debate. The author-of the measure is 
Senator N. L. Gillis, of .the Sixteenth 
district. 

Senator C. C. Minter, of the Twenty- 
fourth, in explaining his negative vote, 
stated that mi was not especially preju- 
diced against the creation of Treutlen 
county, but that he was opposed to 
new counties in general. “I am a res- 
ident of a small county myself,” said 
the senator, “and [I know the disad- 
vantages of creating new counties, No 
more counties should be created in this 
state, with the possible exception of 
two counties being made out of the 
large counties of Clinch and Coffee.” 
Senator B. F, McLaughlin, of the Thir- 
ty-sixth, also voted against the new 
county. 

Senator R, T. Turner’s measure, re- 
quiring the counties of the state to 
erect signboards at the intersection of 
all public roads, was passed by a unan- 
imous vote. The bill provides that the 
lettering of the boards shall be in let- 
ters not less than two inches in height 
and the expense of erecting them is to 
be borne by the counties out of their 
Share of the state auto tax. 

An attempt to relieve the legislature 
of handling bills of a purely local na- 
ture was defeated when Senator E. T. 
Moon's bill providing that such mat- 
ters should be disposed of by the su- 
perior courts was tabled by a vote of 
15 to 190 upon motion of Senator D. C. 
Pickett, of the Eleventh. 

Senator A. S, J. Stovall's compulsory 
education bill, which was passed by 
the senate last year, after having been 
made ineffectual by many amendments, 
was recommitted to the educational 
committee of the senate and the author 
intends that the bill shall be strength- 
ened and reported badék to the senate at 
an early date.

as Shelter Wood, Railway alley and 
Poodles wood. This attack was wit- 
nessed by correspondents from a vant- 
age point behind the British lines. One 
correspondent writes: 

“All these places were full of Ger- 
mans. We first got Shelter Wood by 
pounding it with our guns until it was 
almost leafless and then rushing it 
along the high ground behind the Ger- 
mans who were thus left isolated in 
Railway alley and Poodles wood. 

“Their machine guns there contin- 
ued firing despite all that our bom- 
bardment could do. There was noth- 
ing for it but to rush the position in 
the face of the machine gun and rifle 
fire. We saw the brown line of our 
men swing out from the end of Fri- 
court wood, an irregular, snaky line 
followed by other bits of line and scat- 
tered dots across the dreadful brown 
open space.

Al- 
most before the last of our men dis- 
appeared at one end of the trench fig- 
ures came pouring out at the other. 
They looked darker than our men and 
they began running down the slope to- 
ward Mametz, brandishing what looked 
like handkerchiefs and all with their 
hands above their heads. There was 
an astonishing number of them, more 
than there were of our men in that 
cme pushed so gallantly up the

“The Germans literally had ‘been pul- 
verized by our bombardment. Those 
who were still alive in underground 
shelters came out at our approach and 
quietly surrendered. 

_“The six-day preparatory’ shelling 
was terrible. When the time fixed for 
the attack came, our major said sim- 
ply, ‘now boys, the general is count- 
ing on you. ’ Then he explained to us 
the object our attack had in view, end- 
ing with the caution, ‘and when you 
get there, not an inch further.’ 

“We were given three days’ rations 
and .,off we ‘went. We accomplished 
the task set us an hour before the 
; time fixed. Helped by sappers the 
| troops soon put our positions into a 
étate of defense. As for me, I walked 
back to the ambulance and, on the way, 
met cooks carrying pails of hot soup 
and stew to the newly won trenches.” 


HETTY GREEN’S FORTUNE 
GOES TO HER CHILDREN 


July 5.—The will 
long Known as 


Bellows Falls, Vt., 
of Mrs. Hetty Green, 
the wealthiest woman in America, 
leaves the bulk of her estate to her 
son, Colonel E. H. R. Green, and her 
daughter, Mrs. Matthew Astor Wilks. 
The remainder is distributed in smaller 
bequests to old friends of Mrs. Green. 

No estimate of the total value of 
the estate is contained in the will, a 
document. of nine typewritten pages 
with 16 items, filed by Colonel Green 
and Charles W. Pierson, an attorney 
of New York, in the office of Probate 
Judge Graham, after the funeral of 
Mrs. Green here today. The instrument 
is dated March 28, 1911. 

The following “‘tokens of esteem’ are 
bequeathed: Mrs. Herbert P. Ban- 
croft, of New York, a friend of Mrs. 
Green, $5,000; Amory A. Lawrence, of 
Boston, $10,000; Ruth Lawrence, New 
York, $5,000 and Matthew Astor Wilks, 
husband of Mrs. Green's daughter, $5,- 
000 as “an appreciation of having made 
an ante-nuptial relinquishment of any 
claim on his wife's property.” 

The will disposes of the estate of 
Mrs. Green’s husband as directed in 
his will. This property goes to the 
son and daughter. 

A trust fund is provided for the 
daughter and the son is directed to 
serve as trustee without pay. The will 
provides that nearly $5,000,000 in bonds 
and mortgages shall be held in trust 
by the son and daughter for ten years, 
the income to be given to the daugh- 
ter and the capital to revert to her at 
the termination of the trust. 

The residue of the estate is left to 
the son and daughter “in trust for 
years,’ no stipulation appearing in the 
will as to the disposition of the estate 
after the trust expires. 

Colonel Green and Mrs. Wilkes are 
named as joint executors. If one fails 
to perform the duties required, the 
document provides that the other shall 
be given full power. 


INFANTILE PARALYSIS 
CONTINUES ITS RAVAGES 


New York, July 5.—The average of 
one death an hour was maintained to- 
day by the infantile paralysis epidemic, 
twelve children dying of the disease 
between 10 o'clock last night an@ 10 
o'clock this morning in the frve bor- 
oughs of New York city. 

During that period there were 178 
new cases reported. Of this number, 
102 occurred in or near the seat of the 
epidemic in Brooklyn. 

In one Brooklyn hospital today there 
were 225 children, victims of the dis- 
ease, many of whom it was said had 
only a slight chance of recovery. 
Major General Leonard Wood today or- 
dered what is virtually a quarantine 
of Governor's Island because of the 
epidemic. By the commander's orders 
no children are to be permitted to visit 
the island, and the soldiers there will 
not be permitted to visit their families 
until further notice. 


Newark, N. J., July §.—The epidemic 
of infantile paralysis reached Newark 
today. George Wittemyer, 3 years old, 
is dead, and another boy is in a serious 
condition. Health officials are doing 
their utmost to prevent a spread of the 
disease.

21 Killed and 25 Wounded in 
Mazatlan Clash— Mexicans 
Threaten Lieut. Wright. 


San Diego, Cal., July 5.—Twenty-one 
Mexican soldiers were killed and twen- 
ty-five were wounded in the clash be- 
tween bluejackets of the United States 
gunboat Annapolis and Carranza sol- 
diers at Mazatlan June 18, according to 
officers of the naval transport Buffalo, 
which is in port here today. The of- 
ficers said they heard the estimate 
from Mexican sources before the Buf- 
falo left for San Diego with refugees. 

A Korean holding the position of lieu- 
tenant in the Mexican army fired the 
shot in the Mazatlan fight that fatally 
wounded Boatswain’s Mate I. M. Laugh- 
ter, officers of the Buffalo said. The 
Korean fired without warning and 
struck Laughter in the stomach, where- 
upon the American raised his rifle 
and killed his opponent imstantly. The 
Mexicans lining the wharf then started 
firing and the bluejackets in Laughter’s 
boat replied vigorously. Sheltered by 
the big wall of their launch, according 
to the story related by the officers, 
the sailors easily picked off the Mex- 
icans, 

According to stories brought here to- 
day by Captain H. Anderson of the 
Steamer Jim Butler and passengers on 
the vessel, Lieutenant F. H. Wright, ex- 
ecutive officer of the protected cruiser 
Chattanooga, was attacked by Carranza 
Soldiers at Santa Rosalia, Mexico, 
threatened with death unless he shout- 
ed “Viva Mexico” and only escaped be- 
ing killed through the appeals made 
by one of the head officers of the gar- 
rison. 

Captain Anderson 
occurred June 28 
Wright landed. 


said the incident 
when Lieutenant 
Anderson asserted that 
Wright hardly had got out of sight 
of the water front and ship’s boat 
when he was surrounded by Carranza 
soldiers who forced the navy officer 
to back up against the wall of the 
customs house. 

“Then the Carranza soldiers tore 
W right’s coat from his back and threw 
his cap into the street,” said Captain 
Anderson. 

“The leader of the soldiers constant- 
ly threatened Wright with death unless 
he shouted ‘Viva Mexico!’ but Wright 
Steadfastly refused. Just as things 
were looking extremely serious one of 
the officers appeared and _ rescued 
W right and escorted him to the water 
front. Later the Mexican port com- 
mander boarded the Chattanooga and 
apologized for the incident and at the 
Sume time promised that adequate pun- 
ishment would be given those responsi- 
ble for the attack.” 

Among the Jim Butler’s passengers 
was Captain Ruppert, of the German 
bark Thielbeck, interned at Santa Ro- 
salia. Captain Ruppert said he was a 
witness to the attack on Lieutenant 
Wright. 


MORGAN FIRM SECRETS 
PEDDLED BY CLERK 


New York, July 5.—A clerk in the of- 
fice of J. P. Morgan and company was 
responsible for the so-called peddling 
of the firm’s war munition secrets, ac- 
cording to information furnished the 
district attorney here. Four men who 
had desk room in the office of Sey- 
mour & Seymour, lawyers, who recent- 
ly complained that their telephone 
wire had been tapped, called on the 
district attorney, it was said, after a 
lawyer had advised them to make a 
“clean breast” of alleged dealings with 
the Morgan clerk. 

According to the informers, they 
were told by Carlos E. Moore, presi- 
dent of the Exports and Imports cor- 
poration, whose office ‘was in the same 
building with theirs, that the clerk in 
the Morgan firm was supplying him 
with certain information. They said 
they peddled this information to my- 
nitions manufacturers and their un- 
derstanding was that any profits were 
to ‘be shared with the Morgan clerk.

SEVERAL BLOWS DEALT 
PROSECUTION OF ORPET 


Waukegan, Ill. July 5.—The conten- 
tion of the prosecution in the case of 
William H. Orpet, college student, 
charged with the murder of 18-year- 
old Marion Lambert, that cyanide of po- 
tassium in solution caused her death, 
was dealt several blows today by Dr. 
J. W. Wesener, a chemist and toxicol- 
ogist. 

The very root of the two theories as 
to Marion’s death tis involved in the 
question whether a super-saturate of 
the poison was used, or whether it was 
taken in solid or powdered form. If a 
solution, the state contends that mur- 
der was committed, as no container was 
found after the tragedy, leaving only 
the explanation that Orpet took it away 
with him. The powdered poison, how- 
ever, could have been carried by the 
girl in a paper, and numerous natural 
causes would account for its disappear- 
ance. é 

Wesener gave numerous reasons 
his theory that the cyanide was 
taken in powdered form. 

He asserted also, in reply to a hypo- 
thetical question, that the cyanide 
available to young Orpet in the green- 
house over which the defendant's fa- 
ther has charge, was so much weaker 
than that found in the girl's stomach 
that no combination of circumstances 
could have increased it to the strength 
of that which caused death.
